Small towns are very dependent on their elected officials and citizens who volunteer their 
time, leadership skills and passion to benefit their community. Without the contributions 
of these volunteers, responsible and affordable town governance would not be possible. 
North Hampton is no exception to this rule. 


Robbie Robinson served as a member and Chairman of the North Hampton Budget 
Committee for many years. He approached this position with the aim of balancing quality 
town services and education with fiscal responsibility and restraint. The Town, Library 
and School budgets and all warrant articles involving taxpayer funding are required by 
state law to be reviewed by the North Hampton Budget Committee. The budget process 
involves presentations by all involved officials. There is never a shortage of opinions or 
passionate arguments for funding. Robbie was no exception to this rule, and always 
voiced his beliefs. He was dedicated to causes that mattered to him and very committed to 
his viewpoints. He always argued for transparency in all financial reporting. As 
Chairman, Robbie always allowed every member or attendee of a Budget Committee 
meeting to speak and make their opinion clear to the Committee. His honesty led him to 
make the decisions he felt were the right choice, even if the decision was unpopular. 


Robbie and Jean were frequent attendees of Selectmen’s meetings and Town Deliberative 
sessions. While public participation in Town meetings is anemic at best, the Robinson’s 
could always be counted on to be there and be informed. In these meetings, Robbie was a 
worthy opponent in any discussion and was respected for his preparation and knowledge 
of the subject under discussion. North Hampton needs more contributors like Robbie. 


Robbie had a longstanding dedication to his country and his community. In addition to his 
long period of service to the Town of North Hampton, he served four years in the U.S. 
Air Force. He was a licensed sailing captain, a private pilot, and a faithful blood donor. A 
proud and dedicated father who always stood behind and supported his family, he and 
Jean raised six children in North Hampton. Robbie could often be seen at the airport or 
around town with his grandchildren. He had an often mischievous sense of humor and a 
dry, quick wit. Many of Robbie’s friends knew him to be an enthusiastic and skillful card 
player. Behind his wry smile was a sincere man of character who truly cared for his 
family and community. We will all miss him and his contributions.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
The past year has been one of loss, change and progress. 


The Loss of Friends and Colleagues 

We continue to mourn the deaths of two friends and dedicated public servants. 
Richard “Robbie” Robinson (to whom this Annual Report is dedicated) passed away at 
the height of the “Mothers Day Storm” on May 14, 2006 and our Tax Collector Margaret 
“Peggy” Neves (to whom last year’s Annual Report was dedicated) died on December 5, 
2006. We miss them and their selfless contributions to the Town. 


Changes in Key Town Government Positions 

The year has also seen significant changes in our Town Officials. Delores Chase, 
who has served so faithfully and ably as our Town Clerk for the past 34 years announced, 
her retirement effective March 14, 2007. Mike Pardue, our “‘inter1m” Town Administrator 
has announced that, after five productive years on the job, he will be leaving us to take 
another position in Kennebunk Maine, effective on February 2, 2007. Our Treasurer for 
the past 12 years, Shirley Fuller, has also announced that she will not seek reelection. 
We thank all of them for their years of faithful service to North Hampton and wish them 
all well. 


Changes in Governmental Structure and Staffing 

As a result of the vote at last year’s annual meeting, the positions of Town Clerk 
and Tax Collector have been combined. As of March 2007, there will be a single 
position of Town Clerk/Tax Collector and an elected individual this March, will be 
assisted by a Deputy Town Clerk/Tax Collector and an Administrative Assistant. This 
consolidation of two positions will result in a savings of approximately $54,910 annually 
to the Town. 


The death of Peggy Neves left vacant the office of Tax Collector. In the absence 
of a Deputy (who had recently resigned) during the height of the Tax season, the Board 
of Selectmen (“BOS”) immediately appointed a replacement. On December 7th, the BOS 
appointed the current Deputy Clerk, Susan Buchanan, to also serve as Tax Collector. We 
thank Susan for her willingness to step in and accept the additional responsibilities 
associated with this position. Susan will continue to serve in both capacities until the 
March 2007 election when the new office of Town Clerk/Tax Collector will be filled by 
election. 


The BOS is currently discussing the vacancy created by the resignation of our 
Town Administrator. Due to the complex nature of the job responsibilities for this 
position, we are actively seeking an interim replacement with Town Administrative 
experience until a Town Administrator is hired. We will keep you posted on our 
progress. 

In this regard, the BOS is proposing a warrant Article this year for the creation of 
the position of full time Town Administrator. Mike Pardue has served as “part time” 
Administrator for the past five years and it has become clear to us that the increasing 


complexities and demands of the job can not be properly addressed on a part time basis. 
All three Selectmen have careers and are continually making adjustments to their 
schedules to meet the demands of the increased workload. If proactive management is to 
become a reality in our Town, we must have a full time Administrator whose only work 
commitment is to our Town. The BOS and Budget Committee unanimously support the 
creation of this new position. We urge you to vote in favor of warrant Article number 22. 


Finally, our Town Librarian, Pam Schwotzer, recently announced her retirement 
after 18 years of service. The Library Trustees have appointed a search committee to 
assist them in filling this position. In the Interim, the Trustees have appointed Assistant 
Director, Lorreen Keating to serve as Acting Director until a Director is appointed. 


Significant Progress Has Been Made on Many Fronts 


A New Home for the Highway Department: We believe we have finally located a 
suitable parcel of land for the construction of a much needed Highway Garage and Salt 
Shed. We have signed agreement with the owner of the Hampton Airport (Pea Patch 
Properties, LLC) to exchange a parcel of Town owned land located at Cedar Road for a 
parcel of land located on both sides of the access road leading from Lafayette Road to the 
Airport. The new parcel is located entirely within the IBR Zone and does not abut any 
residences or residential areas; it is serviced by water and electrical utilities, is level and 
will require minimum site preparation; and we are confident that suitable, thirty-year-life 
buildings can be constructed there at a reasonable cost. 


The Exchange Agreement must, by law, be subject to the process established by 
RSA 41:14-a. The BOS has already held the necessary public hearings required by RSA 
41:14-a, and Bond hearings required by RSA 33:8-a. All that remains is for the voters to 
approve Warrant Article 6 in March 2007 (which seeks authorization for a bond of no 
more than $750,000 to perform the necessary site work and construction of a 65’ by 100’ 
Highway Garage and a 60’ by 60’ Salt shed). We intend to bond this project and a three 
fifths vote is required. 


Based on today's interest rates, the estimated additional tax burden of a bond would 
range from approximately five to six cents per thousand for a 20, 25 or 30 year bond. We 
will not know the precise impact until we borrow the funds and decide on a term of years. 
But, as you can see, the tax impact will be quite small. Once we get approval from the 
voters we will negotiate the most favorable terms for the bond. We urge your favorable 
vote on this long delayed and vitally important project. 


Planning for the Maintenance and Construction of our Municipal Buildings: 

Last year the voters approved two warrant articles sponsored by the BOS. One article 
established and funded a Capital Reserve Building Fund and the other established and 
funded a Capital Reserve Building Maintenance Fund. Currently, there is a balance of 
$150,000 in the Building Fund and $51,896 in the Maintenance fund. This year there are 
two warrant articles proposed by the BOS which would place an additional $100,000 in 
each fund. We urge your support of these two Warrant Articles (Numbers 19 and 20). 


It is imperative that our buildings be properly maintained, particularly the Old 
Town Hall which has been sadly neglected for too many years. To ensure proactive 
management of this fund, a formal Building Maintenance Schedule was developed to 
ensure that maintenance is routinely performed before serious structural problems occur. 
The BOS has also appointed an Old Town Hall Building Committee to study the 
condition of that structure and make recommendations to the BOS for the scheduling and 
performance of repairs and upgrades to that treasured Town property. It is also 
imperative that we engage in sound planning for the future expansion (or new 
construction) of other Town buildings (Police, Fire, and Library). To this end the BOS 
has recently authorized a comprehensive study of management operations, staffing and 
equipment needs of our Police and Fire Departments. This study is to be funded by funds 
already available in the Capital Reserve Building Fund. Our goal is to ascertain the 
appropriate current and future staffing sizes and equipment needs of the Police and Fire 
Departments. Only then can we begin to make informed decisions about future space and 
equipment requirements. 


Improved Cemetery Facilities: Last year, the voters authorized the expenditure of 
$52,000 for the improvement of an existing building and the construction of a new 
building which includes an office at the Center Cemetery. Construction is well underway 
and the new building will be completed within budget and ready for use by this spring. 


Public Safety Issues: This year we completed the second phase of the previously 
authorized purchase of self contained breathing apparatus for our Fire Department which 
replaced aged equipment and ensures that all of our firefighters are equipped with and 
trained in the use of state of the art breathing equipment for fighting fires and dealing 
with hazardous material situations. 


Due to a change in the NH Patient Care Protocols, we have included in our 
budget for the coming year funds for Paramedic training. While we have a number of 
Emergency Medical Technicians trained to the intermediate level, we do not have 
Paramedics on the Fire Department staff. Under the new protocols, as approved by the 
Medical Control Board, EMT- Intermediates will no longer be permitted to perform 
certain types of emergency medical procedures (for example, intubations) with the result 
that certain procedures performed by our EMTs will no longer be authorized. When this 
change was brought to our attention, we believed that the emergency health concerns of 
our citizens required that we begin immediately the process of upgrading our EMT 
personnel to Paramedic status. 


A generous gift by Joanne Lamprey of $22,347.00 has enabled us to plan for the 
installation of the valuable and potentially life saving “SPOTS” equipment in our Police 
Department patrol cars. This SPOTS system allows patrol officers to obtain immediate 
information from a national criminal data base about stolen vehicles, drivers whose 
licenses are suspended, persons who may be wanted across the country, and most 
importantly, individuals who may be dangerous to the officer or the general public. This 
invaluable information will be accessible through a lap top computer that is wirelessly 
connected to the State and National systems. Following a testing phase in January of 


2007, Joanne Lamprey’s donation will be used to purchase the hardware and software 
required to connect our patrol cars to this system. We are grateful to Joanne for her 
concern for the safety of our police officers and for her public spirited generosity. 


Congratulations are due to Joshua Stokel who recently was appointed to the rank 
of Police Department Sergeant, filling a vacancy created when one of our two Sergeants 
left the force. Congratulations are also due to Peter Cormier who was elevated to the 
position of Detective, the position previously held by Sergeant Stokel. We are pleased 
that these two fine officers are members of North Hampton’s Police Department and also 
note with pleasure that Chief Page reports that several other members of the force passed 
the Sergeant’s exam and were qualified to be promoted. This is a tribute to Chief Page 
and Lieutenant Scippa for ensuring that our Police Officers are constantly undergoing 
training which qualifies them to provide superior law enforcement services to our Town. 


The emergency generator authorized by the voters last March has now been 
installed (and successfully tested) at the North Hampton School, our Town’s emergency 
shelter. This generator will enable all of the school’s electrical needs to be met in case of 
a power outage. More importantly, it will ensure that in the event of a natural disaster, the 
school will be lighted, heated and capable of feeding residents who are forced to evacuate 
their homes. 


Finally, we congratulate again our Fire, Police and Highway Personnel who 
responded so promptly and efficiently to the flooding and damage occasioned by the May 
rain storms and by the August 2nd “microburst” which caused such catastrophic tree 
damage. Our personnel worked around the clock in clearing roads, directing traffic, 
notifying residents of road closures and assisting with the many water problems 
encountered by our residents. We commend them for their professionalism and a job 
well done. 


Water Issues: As you may know, the special warrant article which would have 
authorized a feasibility study of the possible purchase of Aquarion Water Company was 
defeated at the Polls on December 19. The Selectmen will take no further action on a 
possible purchase of the water company. However, we pledge to pursue a constructive 
dialogue with Aquarion in an attempt to address what we continue to believe are serious 
shortcomings in the water services (and fee structures for those services) provided to the 
Town. In this regard we will continue to work closely with our Water Commissioners 
who have devoted countless hours to representing the Town before the State Department 
of Public Utilities and on related water issues. They deserve our congratulations, support 
and thanks for their generous and selfless volunteer efforts. 


Community Television Station: Our Community Cable Station (Channel 22) is up and 
running. Albeit the kinks are still being worked out of the system and your comments 
and suggestions are solicited. This is a direct result of your vote last year authorizing the 
expenditure of cable franchise fees paid to the Town to be used for Community 
Television purposes. Our thanks to the Cable Television Committee (John Simmons, 
Chair, Laurel Pohl, Vice Chair, Henry Marsh, , Brad Gregg, Bob Landman, Charlie 


Brindamore, Peter Sweet, and David Sarazen for this significant advance which will 
enable our citizens to be better informed about Town affairs and the activities of Town 
Government. We urge you to support this year’s cable television warrant article (Article 
number 13) which once again would authorize placing $38,776.33 of cable franchise fees 
into the special Cable Television Capital Reserve Fund for ongoing development of our 
community television capability, including the televising of Town meetings. 


Financial Status and Tax Rate 


The Town is in sound financial condition. Our current undesignated fund balance 
is $1,962,741 which is within the range of $1,295,489 to $2,752,914 recommended for 
North Hampton by the NH Department of Revenue. When we set the tax rate in 
November, we applied $377,000 from the undesignated Fund Balance to stabilize the 
Town portion of the tax rate. The increase in the overall tax rate (which includes County 
and school taxes) was held to a 2.5% increase. North Hampton continues to rank in the 
last quartile in terms of total tax burden - which means that three quarters of the 
municipalities in New Hampshire have higher tax burdens. 


As we have in the past, we continue to do all in our power to control spending and 
thereby minimize tax increases. To that end, the Town Budget which we submitted to the 
Budget Committee in the fall shows only a modest increase in spending of approximately 
four percent. We were able to do this in spite of being required to include: 

e an additional $80,000 in anticipation of the State mandated revaluation which 
must be conducted in 2008; 

e a fifty percent increase in our legal budget to defend three current lawsuits; one 
by a resident who claims the Town is responsible for flood damage to his home; 
one against the Planning Board growing out of its approval of the establishment 
of a back lot); and one by a resident claiming physical injuries incurred during an 
arrest. 

e An 18% increase for state mandated contributions to our employees’ retirement 
system. 


Our proposed warrant article spending this year would raise $468,130 by taxation, 
transfer $200,000 from the undesignated fund balance and raise $750,000 by issuing 
bonds for the Highway Complex. This compares favorably with last year’s warrant 
articles which raised $539,200 by taxation and $250,000 transferred from the fund 
balance. While it is difficult to impossible to accurately predict next year’s tax rate, it 
is our belief, and intention that Town spending for fiscal year 2007-08 will not result 
in a significant increase in the Town portion of the overall tax rate. 


Looking to the Future 


Our Town continually faces change and challenges. As noted above, voters will 
elect an individual to the newly created position of Clerk/Tax Collector. Depending on 
the outcome of the vote on Warrant Article 22, the BOS will need to fill the position of a 
full or part ttme Town Administrator. In the near future, we anticipate that we will be 
facing department head retirements in our Fire, and Police departments. Additionally, 
retirement is imminent for our Road Agent, Bob Strout who has served with distinction 
for 22 years. 


Further, the current Police, Fire and Highway Department Collective Bargaining 
Agreements will shortly expire and must be renegotiated over the next several years. 
Additionally, we will soon start to formulate plans to recommend needed expansion of 
our municipal facilities which will serve us for decades to come. 


As you have read, 2006 was a busy and productive year. We begin 2007 with a 
“full plate” of Town management issues. As we continue to move forward, we pledge to 
continue to strive for sound planning, prudent fiscal management and openness in 
government.

Town Administrator’s Report 


It is only right that I begin this report, by recognizing and thanking the Board of 
Selectmen, Department Heads and staff members that have worked so diligently throughout the 
year to serve North Hampton. Their commitment and dedication to this great community has 
allowed us to address the many challenges that we faced throughout the year. This positive 
interaction further served as the foundation needed this past year to address many of the 
important and complex issues faced by our Town. 


One of the greatest challenges the administration faced in 2006 was similar to that of 
2005, providing the service levels expected and deserved by our citizens, while at the same time 
working to overcome the fiscal challenges that accompanied the rapidly, and unpredictable rising 
costs of commodities we all experienced. This effort required innovative ideas and cooperation 
amongst the staff. I am very proud to report that our team not only met these challenge, but 
through their fiscal conservatism and prudent fiscal management, they returned approximately 
$100,000 to the undesignated fund balance at the close of the 2005-2006 fiscal year. 


Responsibilities of the Office of the Town Administrator 
Responsibilities 


The Town Administrator’s Office is responsible for providing leadership and support 
to Town activities and departments and to insure that the policies of the Board of Selectmen are 
carried out in a fair and equitable manner. Although the carrying out of these responsibilities is 
the duty of this office, it is accomplished through the collective efforts of our dedicated and 
talented Department Heads and Town employees and through the unyielding support of the 
Board of Selectmen. I greatly appreciate the tireless commitment and support that each of these 
individuals has made to this office this past year. 


The Year in Review 


The year 2006 was once again a very busy and trying year for the Town. There were 
many challenges that were successfully met, coupled with times of much sadness. As many of 
our residents know, this year our dear friend and co-worker Peggy Neves unexpectedly passed 
away. She is missed by all at the Town office. 


It is during times of challenge that the strength of a team 1s measured. When Peggy 
passed away a member of the North Hampton team, Susan Buchanan, stepped forward to aid in 
filling the duties and responsibilities of the Office of the Tax Collector. Sue’s commitment and 
dedication is deeply appreciated and further exemplifies the team spirit that “gets things done” in 
North Hampton. Thank you Sue! 


In addition to thanking Sue, I wish to thank all the Town of North Hampton personnel. 
They are, without a doubt, one of the most dedicated and cohesive employee groups any 
community could wish for. Their commitment to North Hampton, to the Board of Selectmen 
and to the Mission of the Town is applauded and deeply appreciated. 


The Town employees worked throughout the year to carry out the will of the voters as 
directed by the March 2006 vote. In March 2006, the voters authorized the purchase of items 
that included: 


Major Expenditures Authorized by the March 2006 Vote 


e Funding of Building Maintenance Capital Reserve Account 

e Purchase of an emergency generator for emergency shelter purposes 

e Purchase of “Self Contained Breathing Apparatus” for fire department personnel 
- Part II of two step process 

Purchase of a dump truck for highway department use 

Funding of the “Sidewalk Kids Project” 

Funding of cemetery improvements 

Funding of the “Mosquito Control Program” 

Funding of C.A.T.V. initiative — allowing for broadcast of Town events 
Purchase of a base radio for fire department use 


The funding of the aforementioned initiatives has positioned the Town staff to 
continue to deliver quality service to the community. 


A Look Forward 


As this report goes to press, voters will soon again be determining both short and 
long term initiatives for the Town. The action of voters will weigh heavily in 
determining the “next steps” to be taken by the governing body and administration of the 
Town as we progress through the 2007 — 2008 fiscal year. Some of the budget items 
soon to be considered by the voters include: 


e Bonding for a Highway Garage and Salt Shed 

e Funding the position of full-time Town Administrator 

e Funding the Building Maintenance Capital Reserve Fund 
e Funding the Capital Reserve Building Fund 

e Funding the Library Capital Reserve Fund 

e Funding the C.A.T.V. Fund 

e Funding the operation of the Town’s Recycling Center 

e Funding the purchase of a brush chipper 

e Funding the purchase of a front end loader 

e Funding mosquito control 

e Funding the purchase of a fire department command vehicle 


The result of voter response to these, and other matters reflected on the ballot will chart the 
course of the Town for years to come. The staff stands ready to respond to the decision of the voters. 


Town Administrator’s Office — a Look to the Future 


As many of you know, I serve as your Town Administrator on a part-time basis. My 
management services are contracted on an average of twenty-four hours weekly. In 2002, when 
I first came to North Hampton to serve as an Interim Town Administrator, the hours contracted 
were appropriate for the workload. However, over the last few years, the needs of the Town 
have changed, as have the demands on the position of Town Administrator. It is my feeling that 
the requirements of the office are now at a level that warrants the position to be staffed on a full- 
time basis. With the potential of several capital projects coming forward, a new Assessment 
Recertification effort slated for 2008 and the negotiation of labor contracts pending, I believe a 
full-time Town Administrator is most appropriate for North Hampton. 


In the 2005 Annual Report, I wrote the exact words that appear above. I again stress to 
voters the importance of North Hampton having a full-time Town Administrator. Your 
community is growing and the daily demands have increased dramatically since I came on- 
board. In order to meet these increasing demands and to promote the many initiatives the Town 
is undertaking this coming year, you NEED an administrator that can work forty (40) or more 
hours weekly. I simply cannot dedicate this amount of time to the position due to the demands 
of my two companies and the needs of other clients. 


On December 20, 2006, I submitted my resignation to the Board of Selectmen, effective 
forty-five days later on February 2, 2007. The timing of my resignation coincides with the 
deliberative session, with the hope that voters will seize this opportunity to vote their support to 
fill the vacancy my leaving creates with a full-time Town Administrator. 


In closing, much of what makes North Hampton such a desirable place to live would not 
have happened without the strong commitment of those who serve the community and the 
generosity of our citizens who untiringly volunteer their time and talents. To those that currently 
serve, thank you for all you do for North Hampton and please continue to participate in the 
activities of your Town. 


As I prepare to depart from North Hampton, please know that I will miss the many 
individuals I had the pleasure of working with. This community is blessed with many dedicated 
professionals and over the past five years I have come to know them as not only colleagues but 
as great friends. I will miss them all. My best to everyone in North Hampton.

Report of the Fire & Rescue Department 


Mother Nature showed her power twice in North Hampton this year. The month of May 
brought rain levels that the no one in recent history could recall. The rising water from 
this storm had an impact on some areas of Town that were felt well into the fall and some 
damage is yet to be repaired. Flooded roads, flooded basements and falling trees created 
problems with roadways, electricity and heating system throughout the Town. During the 
initial event the Fire & Rescue responded to over one hundred calls for assistance and 
storm related request continued for an eleven-day period. 


During this event the EOC (Emergency Operations Center) was activated, bringing 
together the top officials from the Fire, Police, Highway and Selectmen. This allowed the 
managers to meet face to face, decide a coordinated plan of response and assure that the 
limited resources of the Town would be utilized in the most effective manner and allow 
for request for outside aid to come from a single location. 


Because of the demand on the Department resources and the limited manpower and the 
obvious long-term duration of the event, all personnel were split into two groups and 
assigned to twelve-hour shifts. This allowed for continuous coverage throughout the 
initial four-days of the event. 


Again in July we were shown the fury of Nature when the Town was hit with a Wind- 
sheer/lightning storm. Although not as wide spread as the May rains, the damage from 
this storm was devastating to those impacted. Fires in homes struck by lightning, damage 
from fallen trees, roads blocked by downed trees and fallen wires made for a hazardous 
event for both residents and responders. The overall impact of this storm would last for 
days for many residents and months for others. 


The current staffing level assured a safe response for the responders and residents during 
both these events, not that we were able to handle these events without the assistance of 
the other Town departments and outside mutual aid. The ability to work in a hazardous 
environment with adequate manpower and supervision is a must during emergency 
situations. 


The requests for service continue to increase, 2006 saw over a ten percent rise in the 
number of request. The total of 1293 calls is an all time high. Over four hundred request 
for medical aid produced four hundred four patient contacts, that resulted in three 
hundred sixty transports to local hospitals. The multifaceted training of the department 
personnel allows us to respond to this volume and type of call with confidence of a 
positive outcome. 


The Department received new Self Contained Breathing Apparatus this year after the 
funding of two-year program to replace the obsolete units that had been in use previously. 
After receiving the new equipment it was inventoried, tested and marked, after which 
several training sessions were held to familiarize all personnel with equipment before it 
could be put into service. This training consisted of classroom and practical evolutions 
using live fire type situations. 


During 2006 the Town signed an Memorandum of Understanding with the State of New 
Hampshire and several surrounding communities for the purpose of Pandemic Planning 
and response to wide spread outbreak of disease and sickness. This planning will allow a 
coordinated and practical response for distribution of medicine and vaccine. Several 
meetings have taken place on the regional level and our Pandemic Coordinator continues 
to address specific needs for North Hampton. A tabletop exercise of the plan is planned 
for early 2007. 


The entire staff of the North Hampton Fire & Rescue joins me in thanking you for your 
continued support. From the simple thank you, to the letters of appreciation, to the home 
baked goodies, it is gratifying to know our dedication and service to you is noticed and 
appreciated.

Report of the Highway Department 
Brush — Compost and Recycling Center 


During the year 2005 — 2006 there were 16 snowstorms with an approximate 
accumulation of 61 inches of snow. There were 45 rain and freezing rainstorms with an 
approximate accumulation of 54.83 inches. 


Summer maintenance consisted of patching of potholes, mowing commons and around 
Town buildings, Dearborn Park, the Welcome to North Hampton area at Post Road and 
Lafayette Road, building maintenance, repairing and replacing street signs, trimming and 
grooming of roadsides, picking up litter, painting stop bars, parking lines and road 
markings, chipping brush, turning and mixing compost, crushing glass, dumping glossies, 
keeping culverts cleaned from debris caused by beavers. Due to the 34.65 inches of rain 
we had in the months of May and June we had to purchase extra stone and gravel to fill 
many wash outs throughout the Town. Along with the high prices of salt, sand, fuel for 
vehicles, vehicle repairs and asphalt we had to use most of our appropriations funded for 
our overlay program. Goss Road was the only road paved this year. Time is also spent 
recycling, sorting, baling and loading material for market. 


With curbside pickup the amount of material going to the Recycling Center slowed down. 
101.12 tons of recycled material was shipped. In spite of the fluctuating prices we were 
able to receive some compensation for our efforts. Our income was $8,405.81 the cost 
avoidance was $6,095.51 for a total savings to the taxpayers of $14,501.32. The budget 
appropriation was $44,533.00. Showing a cost difference of $30,031.68 for the year. 


The Brush — Compost area is open from the beginning of April to the end of November. 

It is open Saturday from 8:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon and 12:30 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. Brush 
Dump Stickers are $1.00, and may be purchased at the Town Office. Residents can leave 
brush 5 inches and under, leaves and garden materials, and while your there you may take 
home woodchips and ready-to-use compost. Due to state laws we cannot accept stumps, 
building materials or treated lumber. The Board of Selectman, the Solid Waste 
Committee along with myself thank the Community Diversion Program who has supplied 
help from time to time on Wednesdays and Saturdays. Their telephone numbers are 
listed in the front of the Town Report. Anyone who wishes to help at the recycling center 
or has any suggestions is encouraged to contact the Highway Department at 964-6442 or 
a committee member. 


We are still having problems with vandals taking our street signs. If you see anyone 
tampering with them please call the Police Department [603] 964-8621.

New library cards were issued to 231 people 
this year, bringing the total number of registered 
library users to 3167. Circulation of materials 
reached 45,891, and 2,200 people registered to 
use our computer databases, not including those 
who chose to use them from home. The number 
of visitors to the library during the year was 
18,044. Our meeting room hosted 262 
programs, 155 sponsored by the library and 107 
by other town groups, more than one program 
every day, Monday through Friday. 


We are grateful to many community 
members for their support of the library and its 
programs during the year. The Tillinghast family 
has continued to fund our summer intern 
position, held this year by Sarah Murray, as well 
as many of our children’s programs. The Carroll 
family honored Bette Carroll with funding for 
seasonal plantings in our flower barrel. The 
Fuller Foundation granted us funds that were 
used to upgrade computers. Thank you all. 


We also thank the Friends of the Library for 
Ongoing support, including their funding of 
passes to the Museum of Fine Arts, the 
Portsmouth Children’s Museum, Seacoast 
Science Center, and the Currier Art Gallery, as 
well as their continued sponsorship of the 
Community Newsletter. These gifts are made 
possible through the fundraising efforts of the 
Friends, which include their annual membership 
appeal and the George Miller Memorial 
Clambake. 


Funds were also given in memory of Edward 
Veale and by the Lois Moore Trust toward our 
library expansion fund. We thank these families 
for thinking of the Library in this way.

Report of the Police Department 


The year 2006 once again continued to compel the Police Department to improvise 
continually to maintain priority services to the residents and the businesses of North 
Hampton. At the same time, the staff at the police department want to recognize the 
generous support of the Board of Selectmen, the Budget Committee, and of course the 
Residents of North Hampton in adding two police officers to the staff in 2005. As 
reported last year, the full benefit of the addition of these two new officers has not yet 
been fully recognized mainly due to the fact we had some minimal turnover within the 
agency in 2006, which required us to run a promotional process, and an entry level 
process simultaneously. The good news about this is we were extremely fortunate to 
have two very capable officers within the agency promoted to new positions. The 
Sergeant’s process resulted in our former Detective, Joshua Stokel being promoted to 
assume a vacant position of Sergeant. Officer Peter Cormier did so well in that same 
Sergeant’s promotional process, Lieutenant Scippa and I decided to award him the 
Detective position vacated by Joshua Stokel. 


The department was just as fortunate when it came to the entry level hiring process that 
we needed to conduct to fill a vacancy in the approved staffing. This process resulted in 
the hiring of Steven Janvrin, who started in late September of 2006, and according to his 
Field Training Officers has excelled in performing his duties so far. Steven is scheduled 
to attend the New Hampshire Police Academy in Concord, NH between January 8 and 
March 9, 2007. Once he has successfully completed the academy he will return and 
complete the remainder of his Field Training, which will enable him to perform his duties 
independently as early as the end of May 2007. I once again feel compelled to commend 
Officer Gary Homiak, Officer William Adams, and Officer Michael Oliveira for their 
self-initiative, and for their willingness to accept the responsibility and the accountability 
in this critical process of training all of our new officers and making them ready to 
provide quality, professional services to the Town of North Hampton. 


In 2006 the department once again saw increase in overall calls for service with total calls 
for service totaling 9,445. This is a 4.4 percent increase over the previous year’s total of 
9044. Arrests also increased considerably by increasing from 265 arrests in 2005, in 
comparison to 344 arrests in 2006. On —view arrests, i.e. crimes or violations in progress 
increased from 147 in 2005 to 215 in 2006. The remaining arrests in both years, are 
categorized as “warrant arrests,” which are disposed by follow-up investigation by the 
Detective Division or the Patrol Division. In 2005 there were 118 warrant arrests 
compared to 129 such arrests in 2006. Although these figures are not excessive as it 
pertains to changes over one year’s time, these figures are considerably high where they 
continue to compound with significant increases over the last three calendar years. In 
addition to these obvious increases, we also continue to maintain similar trends in the 
nature of crime in North Hampton, along with new trends such as armed robberies of 
convenience stores and, and recently considerable thefts and burglaries that have taken 
place in the business district mainly on Lafayette Road. 


In June of 2005 Officer Michael Oliveira attended a federally funded school, which 
provided him with intensive training in leadership as a School Resource Officer. A great 
deal of this training concentrated on completing a School Safety Plan, and dmills to 
conduct and the steps to take following the adoption of this plan. This effort has 
continued with collaboration with the fire department and the North Hampton School and 
the final draft of the plan is now completed and is being reviewed by the teachers and 
other staff at the school. At the point all parties involved have a clear understanding of 
the plan, we will implement the drills required to perfect all the procedures that have been 
documented. During the latter stages of 2006 I also met with representatives of the SAU, 
the Winnacunnet School Board, and the police chiefs’ from multiple jurisdictions. This 
was done to assure everyone who has children in any of the area schools that all area 
police departments are willing and able to provide the “mutual aid support” needed in the 
event that there is any type of critical or unusual events. 


On December 9, 2006 we also had our annual visit from Santa Claus, which took place at 
the Old Town Hall next to the police department. According to the feedback I have 
received from persons in attendance at the Santa visit, I once again can say that this event 
was a huge success. Without the efforts of North Hampton’s Recreation Director Diane 
Wheeler, and volunteers from the Recreation Commission this visit from the North Pole 
probably would not be the success it is year after year. 


Finally, I would like to take this opportunity to thank the residents of North Hampton for 
their never ending support, and also to remind them to call us if they see anything they 
consider dangerous or suspicious. The success of any police agency relies greatly on the 
eyes and ears of the public so please do not hesitate to call and make us aware of your 
concerns. We would prefer to receive your call, and find that there was not a crime being 
committed, than to not get a call and then discover that there was a crime committed and 
we were unable to intervene while it was in progress.

Organized sports offered 
are baseball, softball, lacrosse, soccer, travel soccer (Sting), and basketball. The Executive 
Board consists of President; Sandy Dewing, Secretary; Lisa Martin, Treasurer; Moe Vincent.. 


Among the wide variety of after school programs that the Recreation Department offers include, 
Mystery Theatre, Piano lessons, Preschool Art Classes and Creative Dance, Bradford Ski Club, 
Coates Hoop Camp for Kids, Smarttennis for both adults and children, Summer Coed Softball 
League, Men’s Open and Boys High School Rec team, Bridge Club, Sagamore’s Golf First Tee 
Program, Golf with Brian O’Hearn, Windmill Pitching Clinics, Archery, Chess Club, Dance 
team, Ballroom Dancing, Little Nippers Soccer with Seacoast United, Marine Science with 
Seacoast Science Center, Wrestling, ~just to name a few.

Report of the Planning Board 


In calendar year 2006, the Planning Board received a variety of applications for review and 
action, continued long-range planning efforts begun the prior year, and considered 
amendments of the Zoning Ordinance. 


Application Reviews 


In 2006 the Planning Board dealt with 35 cases. The Board opened 33 new cases and 
concluded two cases carried over from the previous year. The following table summarizes 
these cases and actions taken on them.

Change of Use hare ery 


The number of cases increased in all categories in 2006. At Town Meeting in March 2006 
voters approved a conditional use permit process for signs, and the Board acted on six such 
applications during the year. 


The Board approved two site plan applications for remaining undeveloped areas of the 
Lafayette Crossing Mall. The first proposal was for a T.G.I. Fnday’s Restaurant on the 
northerly corner of the entrance to the mall, and more recently the Board approved an 
application to construct a Staples Store on the site at the opposite corner of the entrance that is 
currently occupied by an abandoned building. 


The Board continues to try to improve the appearance of Lafayette Road (Route 1) as 
proposals for new projects in the Industrial-Business/Residential District come before the 
Board. The T.G.I. Friday’s and Staples projects complete redevelopment of the mall, and both 
structures, using characteristics of traditional New England architecture, reflect the influence 
of architectural standards adopted by the voters in 2004. 


Long-Range Planning 

The Long-Range Planning Committee focused on updating the Capital Improvements 
Program (“C.I.P.”) that was adopted last year and beginning work on the needs assessment for 
municipal facilities that was recommended by the Committee as a result of work on the 
Municipal Facilities and Services Chapter of the Master Plan in 2005. Laurel Pohl gathered 
and analyzed information required to update the C.I.P, and she will complete the update in 
early 2007. Late in 2006, the Board of Selectmen decided to commission a professional 
consulting organization to conduct a needs assessment for municipal facilities and services. 
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Zoning Ordinance Amendments 


Work on proposals to amend the Zoning Ordinance consisted of two projects. A proposed 
minor revision to the sign provisions adopted at Town Meeting in 2005 will give the Building 
Inspector more tools to enforce the ordinance. This proposal incorporates by reference fines 
authorized in state statutes for violations of the ordinance that are not corrected in a 
reasonable period. 


A more important revision to the Zoning Ordinance is being developed to control the 
increasing level of traffic on Lafayette Road. The New Hampshire Department of 
Transportation has indicated that, if Lafayette Road continues to be developed according to 
current zoning provisions, traffic will increase to levels that will necessitate widening the road 
to five lanes from Hampton to Rye. 


It is the sense of the Planning Board that widening Lafayette Road is undesirable for at least 
two reasons: First, it would seriously affect the quality of life in Town by exacerbating 
division between the west and east sides of Town, and second, it would likely decrease the 
ease with which customers could access businesses on the side of Lafayatte Road opposite 
from which they are traveling. 


Consequently, the Board authorized Dr. Jill Robinson, Circuit Rider from the Rockingham 
Planning Commission, to develop a proposal for amending zoning provisions for the 
Industrial-Business/Residential District north of the intersection of Lafayette Road and Fern 
Road. Proposed amendments will likely affect building size, parking and access, and 
permitted uses. Dr. Robinson presented a draft proposal at the Board’s December Work 
Session. During 2007, the Board will seek comments and suggestions from residents, 
property owners, and business owners in the process of preparing a proposal for voters to 
consider at 2008 Town Meeting. 


Membership 


At Town Meeting in 2006 Shep Kroner was reelected to the Board, Paul Fennell was elected 
to a one-year term to fill a vacancy on the Board. Mr. Fennell resigned for personal reasons, 
and Mr. Vince Vettraino was appointed by the Board to replace Mr. Fennell. We are thank 
Mr. Fennell for his service, and we are grateful to Mr. Vettraino for accepting an appointment 
to fill the vacancy. 


At the conclusion of 2006, membership on the Board, was as follows: Dr. Joseph Arena, Jr.; 
Shep Kroner, Vice Chair; Henry Marsh, Selectmen’s Representative; Laurel Pohl, Craig 
Salomon, Vince Vettraino, and Phil Wilson, Chair. 

In conclusion, I would like to thank all members of the Board, Dr. Robinson, Richard Mabey 
(Building Inspector), and Wendy Chase (Planning and Zoning Administrator) for their 
dedication and hard work.

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Report of the Water Commission

The Town of North Hampton Water Commission (NHWC) was formed in 1957 by town 
vote. The Commission was charged with certain watchdog duties and responsibilities, 
including: 


¢ Supervision of extensions/improvements to the corporately-owned water system; 

¢ Planning for improvements/extensions/alterations to said water system; 

¢ Studying the water system and preparing long-range and comprehensive programs 
and methods of financing improvements/alterations/extensions in order to “insure 
that, in due time, all major and worthy areas of the aforesaid Town will receive 
adequate fire protection by virtue of an organized and properly conducted 
municipal water system’; and 

¢ Toconduct any other business, investigations or work related to the aforesaid 
system whether mentioned herein or not upon authorization by the vote of the 
legal voters of said Town in annual or especially-convened Town Meetings. 


Commissioners strive to fulfill these duties and will continue to follow these directives as 
best we can, considering the fact that the water company is a private corporation not 
directly under our control. The company is regulated by the NH Public Utilities 
Commission (NHPUC). Over the past several years, your NHWC has become 
increasingly concerned about several issues that are negatively affecting North Hampton 
taxpayers and water customers. The primary complaints are: the cost of water service for 
which the company (Aquarion ) 1s charging our citizens; what appear to us to be 
unreasonably high annual water hydrant fees charged to the town; and inadequate fire 
hydrant maintenance (which compromises fire-fighting effectiveness). Some 
townspeople have begun to have problems with their private wells; it appears that 
excessive drawdowns from Aquarion’s commercial wells located within North Hampton 
have been negatively affecting private well owners. Attempts by NHWC, to resolve these 
issues with Aquarion, have thus far been unsuccessful. 


Last spring, when Aquarion went before the NHPUC to ask for a 21% increase in the 
local water rates, NHWC, Board of Selectmen and Town Counsel intervened on behalf of 
the residents asking that the rate increase be denied until Aquarion would agree to resolve 
our issues, matters considered extremely important and urgently needing redress. Despite 
our complaints, the NHPUC granted an 18% rate increase with the caveat that Aquarion 
must improve its record keeping in regard to hydrant maintenance logs. (Transcript on 
NHWC page at http://www.northhampton-nh.gov) The NHWC is dissatisfied with 
Aquarion's proposed solution to the record keeping issue (which the NHPUC approved), 
which automates the process of record keeping in a laptop computer, but does not rectify 
the problem of providing an auditable paper trail of maintenance. 
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Because of ongoing and unresolved problems with the water company, the Water 
Commissioners explained the issues to the public in a condensed, comprehensive 
presentation at a special Deliberative Session on November 14", 2006 and placed a 
petitioned warrant article on the Dec 19", 2006 Special Town Meeting that read as 
follows: 


Shall the Town of North Hampton authorize the Board of Selectmen pursuant to RSA 
Chapter 38 to acquire that portion of Aquarion Water Company's (or its successors or 
assigns) plant and property, both within the municipal boundaries of North Hampton and 
outside of its boundaries, which the Selectmen (as advised by the North Hampton Water 
Commissioners) judge to be expedient and suitable for establishing a municipal water 
utility. 


Any purchase agreement or determination of purchase price for water utility property 
shall not be effective unless a future North Hampton Town Meeting votes to approve the 
purchase and appropriate the funds for the purchase (bond vote, 60% plurality required 
for passage). The vote on this warrant article is only the first step in that process and it 
does not irrevocably commit the Town to acquiring water utility property. 


The townspeople showed their support; however, the required 2/3 majority vote was not 
obtained. 


Water is a precious commodity. Ever increasing demands for it will escalate 

future delivery and infrastructure costs, leading to subsequent rate increases. There are 
costs associated with stewardship of this natural resource. Municipal ownership of our 
water assets is one way of ensuring that these costs are contained to the greatest extent 
possible; however, so long as the voters of North Hampton continue to avoid that 
possibility, the town must rely upon the NHPUC to only approve requests for water rate 
increases which can be substantiated, to rely upon Aquarion to minimize expenses and 
subsequent profits (since the company gets a fixed rate of return over expenses). 


As volunteers serving the residents of North Hampton, we thank you for your support and 
suggestions.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


The Year 2006 was a pivotal year for Conservation efforts in North Hampton. A number 
of key events and accomplishments completed in 2006 by the Conservation Commission 
are highlighted below. 


Conservation Lands Inventory 
The Commission continued to build its inventory of protected land within the Town, with 


a total of 914 acres of land in conservation. The year 2007 will hopefully put us over the 
1000-acre milestone. These parcels are protected either by conservation deed restrictions, 
easements held by the Town or easements held by Conservation Land Trusts on behalf 
land owners. 


North Hampton Forever 


The Commission’s “North Hampton Forever” sub-committee continued to acquire 
conservation land through direct land purchases or conservation easements for 
development nights on currently unprotected land. In 2006, four parcels totaling 72 acres 
were placed into conservation. Another 84 acre purchase was made in January, 2007 
using funds from a federal Coastal and Estuarine Land Conservation Program (CELP) 
grant for $1.4 million awarded us. In December, 2006, North Hampton Forever submitted 
a second CELP grant application to seek an additional $2.5 million in Federal funding for 
conservation land acquisitions. 

Since inception in 2001, North Hampton Forever’s efforts have placed into protection 
358 acres of additional conservation land through the expenditure of approximately $1.3 
million of the $4 million bond funds approved by the voters in 2001. 


Defense of Conservation Land 

In July, 2006, the Conservation Commission, with the support of the Heritage 
Commission, concerned neighbors and residents successfully defended a parcel at 57 
Woodland Rd from commercial development for the placement of a cell tower on the 
premises. Subsequently, in December, the Town voted in Special Town Meeting, with 
68% of the vote approving, to enter into an easement for the stewardship and professional 
monitoring with the Southeast Land Trust of NH, thereby ensuring this environmentally 
sensitive parcel’s continued protection. 


Easement Monitoring Program 


The Commission continued development of baseline documentation and monitoring 
plans to comply with the Commission’s conservation lands stewardship responsibilities 
partially with a grant from the NH Estuaries Technical Assistance Program. In 
conjunction with monitoring activities, the Commission is sponsoring its second Eagle 
Scout project on a 103-acre conservation parcel to complete a hiking trail for public use. 


New Initiatives 
The Conservation Commission has begun several other new initiatives. Through a 
collaborative effort with the Heritage Commission, we are documenting the history of 
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eight historic farms from which parcels were placed into conservation and to chronicle 
the current landmarks on those historic conservation parcels. We’ve learned that by 
acquiring parcels from former Town family farms, we’re not just preserving the land, 
we’re also preserving North Hampton history. 

The Commission has another initiative to conduct wildlife habitat and natural resources 
assessments on six large conservation parcels and has submitted a proposal to a local 
foundation to fund this effort. 

In another innovative initiative, the Commission continues to invest its capital reserve 
funds in laddered, secured bank Certificates of Deposit (CD’s) to capitalize on higher 
interest rates. This money management technique earns about $8,000 annually more than 
what the Town would otherwise earn in conventional passbook or checking accounts. 


Finally, on behalf of the Conservation Commission and North Hampton Forever, we 
would like to thank the residents of North Hampton for their continued support and 
confidence in our efforts to acquire, preserve and protect conservation land and to 
preserve the rural character of our wonderful Town

The North Hampton Heritage Commission was organized in May 1997 by town vote. 
Under the guidelines of RSA 674:44, the Commission is to identify and promote 
preservation and appreciation of historic buildings and sites. Members research, record 
and inventory historic resources, assist the Planning Board as requested, advise local 
agencies and boards and coordinate activities with service and non-profit groups. 


Currently, we are working with the Town Hall Committee to win grants in the effort to 
preserve and restore of the Town Hall. The “Paul Revere Bell” and bell tower crown this 
historic treasure which is so important to the history of North Hampton and preservation 
of the New England character of our town. 


The Heritage Commission prepares various reports on local history, and is currently 
working on documenting the homes over 100 years old (still standing) from town maps 
dated 1857 and 1892. 


Just released is the first of several brochures featuring famous people who lived in North 
Hampton. This brochure, a brief history of 12 local residents of our past, is available free 
at the library and town office, as well as the full-color 40-page "North Hampton Heritage 
Walks" brochure. We hope to have much of this information on the town web site soon. 


We plan to develop more free brochures on famous people, historic homes and farms, 
document local natural resources (land formations, old-growth trees, etc.) and record oral 
histories of long-time residents. 


We want to take this opportunity to thank North Hampton Forever and the Conservation 
Commission for their continued work to preserve open space which, in 2006, included 
three additional historic farms, bringing a total of eight historic North Hampton farms 
being partially preserved. We would also like to give special thanks to the owners of the 
Seavey, Dustin and Booker farm parcels for their participation, community spirit and 
support of historic and conservation land preservation.

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Report of the Mosquito Control Committee 


Dragon Mosquito Control was our contractor this year. We were very pleased with their 
work which began April 10th with crews checking swamps, woodland pools, ditches, salt 
marshes, storm drains and other shallow, stagnant water for mosquito larvae. When 
mosquitoes are found, the following insecticides may be used: VectoBac (bacillus 
thuringiensis israelensis), Altosid (methoprene), Agnique (poly-isooctadecyl-hydroxyl) 
and Abate(temephos). These have been approved by the state agency for pesticide 
usage. 


In order to keep the budget low the Mosquito Control Committee decided not to contract 
for adulticiding the streets this year. We did put an emergency amount in the budget for 
EEE and West Nile health problems should mosquitoes , dead birds, or any other 
evidence be found carrying these viruses. Sumithrin or permethrin will be used at the 
school and athletic fields. Concern for these illnesses was echoed in a 

document written by Dr. Alan T. Eaton, Extension Specialist, Integrated Pest 
Management (UNH) and sent to our Town office, also available online. The URL is 
http://ceinfo.unh.edu. We made this document available on our Town website. The 
document tries to cover every question people might ask regarding the EEE disease and 
our options for managing it. 


The State of New Hampshire made funding available through the DHHS to help towns 
pay for EEE and West Nile disease prevention. And as a result of disease carrying 
evidence found in mid-July our Town was re-imbursed 25% of our costs from July 20 to 
the end of September. 


Our mosquito control contractor uses physical surveillance on approximately 40 sites to 
identify the mosquitoes and to see if sufficient concentrations of mosquito larvae and 
pupae are present to eradicate. Surveillance of mosquito species and testing for EEE and 
WNY are done in a fresh water marsh area, and a salt water marsh area, using two kinds 
of traps, gravid and light. Each type of trap lures different species of mosquito. Each 
mosquito trapped is identified and sent to the State of New Hampshire labs for testing. 
There are over 350 public and private catch basins in North Hampton. These were 
surveyed starting late May. 


Our committee meets monthly with Sarah MacGregor, our contractor. She prints out 
detailed charts for us showing the sites visited, the dips (samples) and amounts of larvae 
present, the species of mosquitoes found, and the dates this has been done. Our 
committee has been very pleased with this reporting. Also, we are pleased with the 
efficient response of the contractor to complaints our citizens have had about the 
presence of mosquitoes. 


After much research and interviews with the Mosquito Control Commissioner of the 


Northeastern Shore of Massachusetts our Committee is convinced that aerial larviciding 
of our salt water marsh would be advantageous to our efforts to control mosquitoes. We 
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have investigated the restrictions imposed by the state and as a result presented an 
informational program to our community on Oct. 25, 2006 all about mosquitoes, 

how we try to control them, all about EEE, the Little River Salt Water Marsh and the salt 
water mosquito, the overgrowth of vegetation in the marsh which prevents accessibility 
by handheld methods, and our conclusion that aerial larviciding would be an efficient 
and very worth while addition to our mosquito control program. We recommend the 
clearing of overgrown vegetation in the marsh to encourage water pannes for the growth 
of mosquito predator fish as well as making the marsh more accessible to larviciding.

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Report of North Hampton Forever 


In 2006 the North Hampton Forever Subcommittee of the Conservation Commission 
completed work on two projects that closed on 29 December 2006, and continued work 
on the Winnicut Headwaters I project that is expected to close before the end of January 
2007. 


The larger of the two projects that the Subcommittee completed was a parcel of just over 
51 acres at 29 Winnicut Road. Christos Demogenes acquired the Dustin Farm that 
consisted of approximately 65 acres, subdivided five lots with frontage on Winnicut 
Road, and sold the remaining acreage to the Town for conservation in perpetuity. The 
conserved land has frontage on Buckskin Lane and will be open to the public for passive 
recreational uses, such as horseback riding, hiking and cross-country skiing. The parcel 
also has significant value for wildlife habitat, drinking water protection, and scenic 
beauty. 


The second acquisition abuts the larger parcel and complements it. The parcel was 
acquired from William Woods, consists of a two-acres approved building lot, and fronts 
on Red Fox Road. Asa result of this acquisition, public access to over 53 acres of 
conservation land may be gained from both Buckskin Lane to the west and Red Fox Road 
to the east. Mr. Woods sold this parcel to the Town at a significant discount to its fair 
market value, and we are grateful for his generosity. 


On 19 September 2006, North Hampton received notification that $1.4 million had been 
awarded to the Town to acquire a parcel of just over 84 acres in the headwaters of the 
Winnicut River. Working with The Trust for Public Land (“TPL”), the Subcommittee had 
applied for this grant from the Coastal and Estuarine Land Conservation Program 
(““CELCP”’), which is administered by the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration in the Department of Commerce. 


CELCP funds awarded to the Town require a dollar-for-dollar match and may be used to 
pay up to 50% of the cost of protecting land in the headwaters of either the Winnicut 
River or the Little River. Because the Town will provide virtually all required matching 
funds with values of previous acquisitions or donations through the North Hampton 
Forever program, the CELCP grant affords North Hampton the opportunity to double the 
buying power of funds voters authorized for North Hampton Forever. A major portion of 
the Town’s matching requirement was met with the value of a donation of a conservation 
easement on their property by the Cahill family. We are very grateful for their generosity 
and exceptional commitment to conservation. 


The Subcommittee is pursuing additional CELCP funds to accelerate progress toward our 
goal of preserving the rural New England seacoast character and heritage of North 
Hampton by permanently protecting from development and subdivision 850 acres of 
developable land. A second grant application to CELCP for a $2.5 million project titled 
‘“Winnicut Headwaters II” was prepared in the last quarter of 2006. This project aims at 
protecting approximately 140 acres, and the Subcommittee’s aim is to meet the matching 
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requirement, if a grant is awarded, with the value of additional acquisitions or donations 
through the North Hampton Forever program — including the Demogenes and Woods 
acquisitions. 


Since the North Hampton Forever program began, over 270 acres of land have been 
permanently protected, including approximately 100 acres of upland. Protected land 
includes historic farmland from the Garland Farm, the Marston Farm, the Leavitt Farm, 
the Palmer Farm, the Lamprey Homestead, and now the Dustin and Booker Farms. 
Preserving open land helps protect water resources, wild life habitat, and the town’s rural 
character and heritage. 


Furthermore, protecting open land from development helps manage our tax burden. 
Undeveloped open land creates virtually no demand for municipal services, including 
administrative services, fire and police protection, road maintenance, and education. 
Undeveloped land does not increase costs of local government, and therefore it does not 
increase the tax burden residents must bear.

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~ ANNUAL TOWN MEETING REPORT ~ 
ROCKINGHAM PLANNING COMMISSION (RPC) 


The Rockingham Planning Commission (RPC) is a voluntary local public regional 
planning commission established under state law (RSA 36) which is created by, 
sustained by and connected directly to the local governments it serves. It exists to 
provide professional planning assistance to local governments and to coordinate local 
and regional planning in the areas of land use, transportation, natural resources 
protection, housing and economic development and operates in an advisory capacity to its member 
communities. The Commission, which is not affiliated with Rockingham County, serves a state-defined 
planning region, which includes 27 municipalities in southern and seacoast Rockingham County with a 
population of approximately 180,000. Commission membership is voluntary and is maintained through 
the payment of annual dues, based on town population. 


The RPC is controlled by a Board of Commissioners, who set policy, who oversee the budget, and 
decide what work the Commission will undertake. Each member town 1s entitled to appoint at least two 
Commissioners to the RPC Board. The Commissioners representing North Hampton are Bob Landman 
and Shep Kroner. 


The local technical services provided by the Commission include the preparation and updating of master 
plans, Capital Improvement Plans, open space plans, natural resource inventories and a variety of other 
planning documents; providing ‘circuit rider’ (shared) planners for smaller towns; assistance with the 
review of major development plans; developing GIS maps for town planning and the Conservation 
Commission; assisting in grant applications for federal and state funds; drafting and update zoning 
ordinance and subdivision and site plan regulations. 


Specific local technical assistance provided to North Hampton this year has included the circuit nder 
services provided by RPC Staff funded in part by the Coastal Zone Program. The Circuit Rider attended 
the meetings of the Planning Board, reviewed submitted applications for subdivisions and site plans, and 
assisted the Planning Board in their work to develop an ordinance for access management along the 
northern portion of the US Route 1 Corridor. 


Regional planning services include transportation planning and project development, regional housing 
needs, regional conservation and greenway planning, economic development strategies, and the specific 
review, promoting regional cooperation, and advising towns on proposed developments that could have 
regional impact. This year, for example, the Commission worked in partnership with the Strafford 
Regional Planning Commission, the Nature Conservancy, and the Society for the Protection of New 
Hampshire’s Forests to complete the Land Conservation Plan for New Hampshire’s Coastal Watersheds. 
This plan identifies areas of outstanding natural resources value and provides complete natural resources 
maps for each town included in the coastal watershed as well as a fully-developed implementation 
section which towns can use in long-term land-use planning. The Commission also assisted the New 
Hampshire Housing Finance Authority in collecting information for an Elderly Housing survey. 
Transportation projects included the Transportation Improvement Program, the Re-alignment of MPO 
and RPC boundaries, and the development of the Cooperative Alliance for Regional Transportation. 
More information about these projects and other ongoing projects can be found at the RPC website,

Membership in the Commission enables communities to interact with each other and to be aware of the 
latest opportunities for local planning assistance, grant opportunities, direct assistance from RPC staff, 
and regional activities in which the Town should be involved. More importantly, being part of the 
Commission means our community has a voice (and a vote!) at the table where decisions are made about 
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regional plans for transportation, land conservation, economic development, housing and many other 
issues.

« Specifies types of signs, banners and flags that are authorized without a permit — including, for 
example, small warning, no trespassing, and for sale signs; governmental, directional, warning 
signs; and signs indicating historical, cultural, or natural sites; banners on private residential 
property; political signs (per RSA 664:17); and certain types of flags. 

# Specifies types of signs that are prohibited — including, for example, billboards, portable signs, 
and vehicles used primarily as advertising; electronic message boards; and flashing or neon signs. 

# Specifies types of signs that are authorized with a permit and regulations governing their 
placement, size, height, and lighting. 

* Allows up to 60 square feet for monument signs. 

* Allows up to 32 square feet for pole or pylon signs. 

« Provides for inspection, notice of non-compliance, and enforcement by the Building Inspector. 


“Seasonal Sign” will be deleted and 
replaced by the definition stated in the proposed Section 506.

» Specifies types of commercial activities presumed to generate toxic or hazardous wastes. 

* Provides an appeal process through the Planning Board to resolve disputes about the boundaries of 
the District. 

« Limits impervious surface on lots within the district to not more than 20% of the total surface area 
of the lot. 

« Specifies both permitted and prohibited uses of land within the District. 

« Provides standards for septic system construction on sites within the District. 

* Establishes a Conditional Use Permit process and administration of the process by the Planning 
Board for special-exception uses in the district, including industrial and commercial uses and 
multi-family residential uses. 

* Provides for inspection of sites that have been granted special exceptions. 

* Grandfathers existing non-conforming uses that are not determined by the Planning Board to be an 
“imminent hazard.” 

* Authorizes the Planning Board to adopt rules and procedures for the administration and 
enforcement of Section 414. 

* Provides for enforcement by the board of Selectmen 

* Establishes a penalty of $100.00 per day for violations of Section 414.

Tax Rate demonstrated that town officials control 24 percent of the overall tax rate. A Town of North 
Hampton Historical Budget Analysis shows that a majority of tax dollars (72 percent) go toward personnel 
costs. The proposed operating budget is a $305,329 increase over this fiscal year’s budget, a 6.95 percent 
increase. The default is a 5 percent increase. 
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Mr. Gould noted that two handouts on the back table were not official: Town Manager and Town 
Administrator Salaries; and the projected taxes for FY 06/07. He said the DRA advised the town not to 
project taxes, as there were too many changing variables. 


Mr. Gould said Worker’s Comp, utilities and medical insurance costs have increased dramatically in recent 
years. Mr. Gould proceeded to read the account totals in the proposed budget, pausing for questions. 


Regarding the increase in employee costs, Jane Boesch, Atlantic Ave., asked if more employees had been 
hired in recent years. Mr. Gould said additional employees had been hired in the Fire Department (4), 
Police Department (3), and the library (1). The Assessor is now a contracted position. 


Paul Marquis, Hobbs Rd., asked about the status of the Recreation Director. Mr. Gould said the current 
Rec. Director went from part to full-time this year, but in prior years the position had been held two part- 
time employees. The full-time director was now receiving a family health care plan, a $21,500 benefit. 


Mr. Gould noted that the Assessor account was down 26.85 percent due to eliminating the assistant 
assessor position and contracting those services. Mr. Boesch asked if property owners in town could meet 
with someone to ask questions. Mr. Gould said someone was available one day per week. 


In the Planning and Zoning account, Mr. Gould noted an almost 50 percent increase in the relatively small 
budget was mainly due to the Planning Board’s work on updating the Master Plan, requiring the additional 
services of the circuit rider. Planning Board Chairman Phillip Wilson, Runnymede Dr., pointed out that 
much of the Board’s expenses are matched by fees and matching funds. 


The Cemetery account is up 50 percent, a $10,000 increase, because the trustees intend to survey and lay 
out new lots, and update maps, said Mr. Gould. The Police Department increase is due to the hiring of 2 
new officers, authorized in last year’s vote, and associated personnel costs. Also, this year the department 
will lease a new vehicle rather than attempt to purchase one through a warrant article. Police Chief Brian 
Page said it made sense from an accounting and cost savings perspective. 


Fire Department account is up 7.77 percent due to increases in fuel and personnel costs. The significant 
increases in Code Enforcement (26.77 percent) are due to the salary increase for a part-time Code 
Enforcement Officer, required to enforce the new sign ordinance if it passes. Mr. Wilson said he disagreed 
with the amount of time that would be required; Planning Board volunteers would create a baseline. He 
said community survey respondents felt the appearance of Route 1 was very important. 


Charitable giving is up 97.21 percent this year due to new requests. Peter Simmons, Ocean Ave., spoke in 
favor of a citizen’s petitioned warrant article for $1500 for the charity Seacoast Youth Association. 
Cynthia Swank, Hobbs Rd., asked for an explanation of the vetting process. Welfare Administrator Jan 
Facella explained that charities send a letter of request and the Board of Selectmen review and decide. 
Jenifer Landman, Post Rd., said the charities selected benefited North Hampton residents. Ms. Facella said 
$10,250 was also budgeted under General Assistance; the town is required by law to provide assistance to 
anyone who walks in and says they need it, she said. 


Mr. Wilson asked if the North Hampton Forever bans paid off yet. Mr. Gould said he was told by the 
auditor that the debts were paid off. There was discussion about the Projected Tax Rate sheet. Mr. Wilson 
offered that businesses project costs and the town should as well. Regarding payroll costs, David Peck, 
Woodland Rd., asked whether the Police and Fire Chiefs thought they would need more personnel for 
citizen protection in coming years. Chief Tom Lambert said the Fire Dept needs were adequate for the next 
two or three years. Chief Brian Page said he would need three more officers in the next five years if 
commercial growth continued at its present pace. Mr. Wilson said the Long Range Planning Committee, in 
the process of updating the CIP, was trying to anticipate needs like this.

1 To establish a Library Capital Reserve Fund for the planning and construction of a library 
addition or new building, 

2 To raise and appropriate the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to be placed in this 
fund; further 

3 To appoint the Board of Library Trustees as agents to expend from this fund. 


If appropriated, the Board of Library Trustees will match this amount ($50,000) from its invested funds 
resulting in a total of $100,000 to plan for future accommodation of our library’s present need for space to 
adequately provide information, technology, programming for adults and children, and community meeting 
room space. 


To serve the common good of our community, it is necessary to have a Library Capital Reserve Fund 
separate from the Town Capital Reserve Building Fund. This fund will allow us to prudently save for our 
community’s quality of life needs while ensuring that these needs do not compete with public safety 
monies. Our Library services give back to us, make all our lives better, and unify us as a community of 
informed citizenry. 


Linda Hillier moved the article to be included in the official town ballot as printed and read. Seconded by 
Emily Creighton. 


Ms. Creighton, a Library Trustee, said the fund would be established to prudently save for eventual 


expansion or a new building. The trustees will match the $50,000 raised and appropriated. She said they 
will work within the plans for the overall municipal complex.

Ms. Hillier, a Library Trustee, said the library building fund should be separate so as not to compete with 
public safety needs. She said the trustees were the governing body of the library and charged with planning 
the future of the library. A long range planning committee for the library is working on a plan for much 
needed space, she said. Trustee Steve Miller showed some slides about the usage of the library collection 
and technology. Library Director Pam Schwotzer shared statistics about increased usage. 


Mr. Marquis asked if there would be a request for more money next year ask well. Mr. Miller said that was 
the plan. There will also be a fundraising campaign.

All services provided by SYS are specifically for the residents of 
the SAU 21 school district.

SESSION 1: (DELIBERATIVE SESSION) MEET AT THE NORTH HAMPTON SCHOOL CAFETERIA 
ON TUESDAY THE SIXTH OF FEBRUARY 2007 AT 7:00 O'CLOCK IN THE EVENING. THE PURPOSE 
OF THE MEETING IS TO EXPLAIN, DISCUSS, DEBATE AND POSSIBLY AMEND THE FOLLOWING | 
WARRANT ARTICLES: 


1. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the 
amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for 
the purposes set forth therein, totaling $7,293,862? Should this article be defeated, the default budget 
shall be $7,220,003 which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous 
action of the School District or by law or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in 
accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. 
(Majority vote required.) 

Note: Warrant Article #1 (operating budget) does not include appropriations in any other warrant 
articles.

2. To see if the School District will vote to approve the cost items included in the collective 
bargaining agreement reached between the North Hampton School Board and the Seacoast 
Education Association which calls for the following increase in salaries and benefits at the current 
staffing levels:

and further, raise and appropriate the sum of $173,598 for the 2007-08 school year, such sum 

representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits over those of the 

appropriation at current staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. (Majority vote required.) 
Recommended by the School Board 5-0. Recommended by the Budget Committee 5-3. 


3. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $69,623 which 
includes $59,442 to acquire two mobile laptop carts (20 computers each), associated software 
(Microsoft Office and Printshop) and three computer projectors, and $10,181 to install additional 
computer network wiring? The mobile computer labs will provide increased access to technology for 
students and teachers and optimize utilization of existing instructional space. The wiring is needed to 
support the increased utilization of technology in the school. (Majority vote required).

4. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $60,000 for the 
purchase and installation of a centralized door locking and keyless password-based entry system for 
all external doors and internal common areas, a video monitoring system for the main entrance on 
Atlantic Avenue and an independent expert review of the school’s security plan? This new equipment, 
implementation of revised entry procedures and expert input on the school’s security plan will 
significantly improve security for the North Hampton School. (Majority vote required).

5. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $35,000 to replace 
thecomputer hardware and software monitoring the heating, ventilation and air conditioning (HVAC) 
Likz 


system, install lighting sensing controls in all classrooms and conduct a comprehensive engineering 
audit of the school building? The current HVAC computer and software package are over ten years 
old and lack the functionality which would provide timely statistical information on system performance. 
Installation of lighting sensing controls in all classrooms will generate annual cost savings of 
approximately $4,900 from reduced electricity usage. The comprehensive engineering audit will serve 
as the baseline for preparing a long-term maintenance plan for the facility. (Majority vote required).

6. To see if the School District will vote to create an expendable trust fund under the provisions of 
RSA 198:20-c, to be known as the School Building Maintenance Fund, for the purpose of repairing 
and maintaining North Hampton School?

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MINUTES OF THE DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
OF NORTH HAMPTON SCHOOL DISTRICT 
February 7, 2006 


The deliberative session of the inhabitants of the School District of the Town of North Hampton in the County of 
Rockingham, State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote upon District Affairs was held February 7, 2006 


At 7:00 p.m. on The 7th of February 2006 Moderator William Boesch called the deliberative session to order. 
The Moderator introduced the School District Clerk Delores Chase and School Board Chairman Janet Gorman. 
Ms. Gorman then introduced the members Andrew Hart, Vice-Chairman and Board Members Sharon Narsiff, 


Kim Kisner and Henry Marsh. 


He also introduced the Budget Committee Chairman Mary Pat Dolan who then introduced the members of the 
budget committee in attendance, Donald Gould, Larry Miller, Peter Simmons and Robbie Robinson. The 
Moderator introduced the Supervisors of the Checklist in attendance Meridith Beaman and Jane Olson. 


The Moderator announced that he follows Modified Roberts Rule of Order and only registered voters could vote 
on amendments. This meeting is limited to amending articles. Discussion should be focused on articles; other 
questions and issues should be taken up at School Board Meetings. 


You are the Legislative Body. All questions and statements are to be directed to the Moderator. You should go to 
the mike if you wish to speak. Only speak when recognized by Moderator. No direct discussions between 


members of legislative body. 
The Moderator began the reading of the articles. 


1. Shall the School District approve the cost items included in the collective bargaining agreement reached 
between the North Hampton School Board and the Seacoast Education Association, which calls for the 


following increase in salaries and benefits: 


Year Estimated Increase 
2006-07 $142,293 


and further, raise and appropriate the sum of $142,293 for the 2006-07 school year, such sum representing the 
additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits over those of the appropriations at current 
staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. (Majority vote required.) Recommended by the School Board 5-0. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee 8-1. 


Janet Gorman moved Article 1 as read and Andrew Hart seconded. Ms Gorman explained the process and that 
she was the representative for the collective bargaining process. There is a 3.25% increase in salary and coaching. 
Following the explanation by Ms. Gorman, and hearing no comments, the Moderator ruled that Article 1 be 


placed on the official ballot as read. 


2. Shall the School District approve the cost items included in the collective bargaining agreement reached 
between the North Hampton School Board and the Seacoast Educational Support Personnel Association, which 
calls for the following increases in salaries and benefits: 


Year Estimated Increase 
2006-07 $20,926 
2007-08 $21,190 


and further, raise and appropriate the sum of $20,926 for the 2006-07 school year, such sum representing the 
additional costs attributable to the increases in salaries and benefits over those of the appropriations at current 
staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. (Majority vote required.) Recommended by the School Board 3-0. 
Recommended by the Budget Committee 9-0. 
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Janet Gorman moved Article 2 as read and Andrew Hart seconded. A short explanation by Ms. Gorman 
followed. The Moderator ruled that the Article 2 be placed on the ballot as read. 


3. Shall the School District raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including appropriations by special 
warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the 
warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling $6,924,296? Should 
this article be defeated, the default budget shall be $6,838,224, which is the same as last year, with certain 
adjustments required by previous action of the school district or by law, or the governing body may hold one 
special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget 
only. (Majority vote required.) Recommended by the School Board 5-0. Recommended by the Budget 


Committee 7-1 -1. 
Note: Warrant Article #3 (operating budget) does not include appropriations in any other warrant articles. 


Janet Gorman moved Article 3 as read and Andrew Hart seconded. Andrew Hart, school representative to 
the budget committee made the presentation by account totals. Robbie Robinson asked for an explanation of 
the insurance plans. Ms. Gorman explained the 4 plans.

Ms. Gorman asked 
permission to recognize four people who were retiring from the district. 


She first recognized and thanked retiring School District Treasurer George Chase. Mr. Chase has been treasurer 
for 33 years. He was thanked for his many years of service. School Board Member Henry Marsh presented him 
with a gift from the school district. He received a standing ovation by the legislative body. 


Recognized also was Fred Engelbach who has been with the SAU as Business Manager and Assistant 
Superintendent for many years. Mr. Engelbach was not in attendance as he was attending another meeting. A gift 
will be given to Mr. Engelbach. 


Andrew Hart was thanked for his two years on the board and his serving as the school board delegate on the 
budget committee. A gift was presented. 


Kim Kinser was recognized for her eight long years on the school board and all the service she has provided to the 
school. She was also presented with a gift and received a standing ovation. 


Peter Sweet asked to say a few words and make a presentation. The Moderator gave permission. Mr. Sweet said 
they wanted to start a tradition of annually recognizing a community volunteer, an individual who truly makes a 
difference. This individual will have their name placed on a plaque, which will be hung at the school. 


He presented this plaque to retiring school board member Kim Kisner. Kim thanked Mr. Sweet and the School 
Board.

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Principal’s Report 
Dear Citizens of North Hampton, 


The North Hampton School had a busy and productive 2005-2006 school year. The staff continued to 
work diligently to ensure the achievement of our students and task forces continued to work towards 
fulfillment of the goals of the School Improvement Plan. The task forces gathered information by 
analyzing data, giving questionnaires to staff, families, and other community members, and discussing 
these results in direct correlation to the current best practices in education. 


The state of New Hampshire conducted the newly developed NECAP testing for the first time during 
the month of October. As a result of No Child Left Behind (NCLB) and its assessment requirements, 
the state partnered with Vermont and Rhode Island to develop Grade Level Expectations (GLEs) and 
the New England Common Assessment Program (NECAP). A GLE is an objective aligned with state 
standards by grade, which differentiates performance on concepts and skills between adjacent grade 
levels. They allow teachers to clearly see expectations for all students at the end of each of grades 2-8. 
Grades 3-8 were tested in Reading and Math. In addition, grades 5 and 8 were tested in Writing. 


The Math Task Force reviewed and revised a vision of mathematics at NHS, conducted a brief analysis 
of the mathematics NECAP results, and continued to review classroom curriculum units to better align 
with the GLEs. A proposal was presented to the school board regarding an integrated middle school 
math program, which would be equivalent to the completion of Algebra I. K-3 focused on collecting 
student work on Number and Operations problems and analyzing strategies employed. Parents attended 
numerous math workshops presented by staff as well as Family Math Nights. 


The State Board approved the draft form of the new NH Science Grade Span Expectations (GSEs) in 
June. Several staff members attended the State-sponsored GSEs workshops and met several times to 
apportion the GSEs to various grade levels. Teachers reviewed the proposed grade span expectations in 
preparation for revision of current units and design of new units. The revision and design of classroom 
science curriculum will be an ongoing process. 


The Healthy Kids Task Force received a generous donation of 350 pedometers from Portsmouth 
Regional Hospital that were given to students who wanted to participate in the Walk NH program. 
Through this program, students learned that walking regularly helps to build strong bones and muscles 
and can keep them healthy as they age. The School Board adopted the Wellness Policy, written by the 
task force. In the spring, the new walking track had its’ grand opening and is consistently used by 
students, staff, and community members. The task force will continue to seek funding for fitness 
equipment. 


Three of North Hampton School’s finest retired last year. First grade teacher Judy Waterman dedicated 
40 years to the children of North Hampton. Seventh grade science teacher Sue Reynolds inspired 
students for 38 years. Computer teacher Ellen Coughlin devoted 24 years to NHS. These intelligent and 
talented women have not only encouraged countless students to succeed but have positively made an 
impact on their colleagues with their unique gifts. 


After eight years of dedicated service to the students, faculty and community members of North 
Hampton School, Kim Kisner left her position as a member of the North Hampton School Board. Kim 
was a critical factor in improving the education at NHS. She served on a steering committee to establish 
curriculum initiatives, participated in the process of creating the North Hampton School vision and 
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guiding beliefs, was integral in supporting the initiative of the school data report and the building 
project addition, and was the creator of PAL: People Active in Learning. Kim was the first recipient of 
a new North Hampton School annual award that recognizes a community member that has exhibited 
notable service to the school in some way. 


As part of the North Hampton School Improvement Plan, students continue to demonstrate their 
learning through the exhibition process. An exhibition is a public sharing of learning that extends 
beyond the school walls to the greater community. Exhibitions of learning provide students with 
opportunities to demonstrate their understanding and to thoughtfully apply knowledge, skills, and 
habits of mind in a variety of structured and unstructured situations. With the implementation of student 
exhibitions of learning, schools are able to provide community members with an opportunity to view 
the education in their school. Internally, the exhibitions make the school accountable by producing 
significant information on what and how students are learning. Most importantly, exhibitions encourage 
students to move toward more profound understandings in their learning and support students in 
becoming life-long learners and successful contributing members of their community. 


A number of teachers piloted the use of digital portfolios as another means of assessment. A digital 
portfolio is a multimedia collection of student work. Using technology, student work of all types 
(audio, graphics, text, video) can be stored. However, its use is greater than simply an electronic storage 
space. It is a tool designed to help assess students’ abilities and to allow teachers to gain insights into 
students’ skills and knowledge. The digital portfolio can be customized to accommodate different users 
for different purposes. As a tool for reflection, it allows students to create an in-depth picture of their 
knowledge and abilities as well as allowing students to express themselves in ways that traditional 
record keeping does not. This work will continue into the 2006-2007 school year. 


PAL continued to provide numerous resources for activities throughout the school for both students and 
staff. Such events as the Harvest Festival, Teacher Luncheon, Artist in Residence, and Fiesta night 
continued to bring North Hampton staff, families, and community members together. Furthermore, 
PAL was responsible for the school makeover. On June 22", there were more than 100 enthusiastic 
painters consisting of City Year members, NHS administration and staff, parents, and students lining 
every hallway with brushes in hand. In one day, the cafeteria and hallway walls were freshly coated 
with bright, vibrant colors. Students saw a new and improved NHS on the first day of school. PAL’s 
dedication to the success of our students is shown through their tireless efforts to enhance our school 
community with exceptional opportunities for the students. We continue to be grateful for all those 
participating members. 


As a school community we continue to strive towards excellence in the academic and social 
development of our students. The staff continues to show their dedication to the success of our students 
by their countless efforts in the classroom on a daily basis as well as their consistent work in teams and 
on committees. They are applauded and appreciated for this pursuit of achievement. We thank all the 
citizens of North Hampton for your continued support.

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Dear North Hampton Residents, 


Your generous support of the school budget over the past years has provided North Hampton 
students with an optimal learning environment. As we strive for continuous improvement 
through educational best practices, we would like to express our deep gratitude for your 
continued support. 


The last fiscal year (2005-2006) ended with a positive fund balance of $152,728. This amount 
was applied to reduce the current year’s tax rate. 


The common areas of North Hampton School are sparkling with vibrant paint colors thanks to a 
collaborative one-day makeover by City Year and school staff, parents, students and community 
members last June. Sherwin Williams of Portsmouth generously discounted over 100 gallons of 
paint used in the project. We would like to thank everyone involved in this project, including the 
custodial staff and People Active In Learning (PAL) members who spent hours cleaning and 
prepping the wall surfaces. 


As described in the Principal’s Report, this is the final year of a three-year School Improvement 
Plan (SIP) which has focused on student assessment, math and science. The staff and School 
Council are currently working on developing a new, multi-year SIP which will expand the 
achievements of the present plan. 


Enrollment is approximately 480 students in pre-kindergarten through grade eight. Student 
enrollment is projected to increase slightly over the next few years. 


A walking track was installed around the baseball field last spring to help promote school 
nutrition and physical education goals embodied in a new school Wellness Policy. The School 
Board wishes to thank physical education teacher Pat Yeaton for her efforts in securing grant 
money from both the Fuller Foundation and the Foundation For Seacoast Health to fund the 
project. Students and community members use and enjoy the track. 


Community use of the building continues to grow. This past year it was used as a polling site 
and as a venue for town meetings. Seniors took computer classes, assisted by eighth grade 
students, and citizens used the gym and fields for a variety of team sports. As a result of 
collaboration between the town and the school, local cable channel 22 is up and running at the 
school, broadcasting a community calendar and public interest notices. Look for the live 
broadcast of town and School Board meetings later this spring. 


With the installation of a generator last summer, North Hampton School officially became the 
site of the town’s emergency shelter. In partnership with the Police and Fire Departments, the 
school is updating and finalizing a school security plan. As part of this critical undertaking, the 
School Board is proposing a warrant article to fund the installation of security equipment which 
would greatly improve the safety of the school. We ask for your support. 


Three individuals dedicated to North Hampton School and its students retired last year. The 
combined teaching careers of Ellen Coughlin, Susan Reynolds and Judy Waterman represent 
over 100 years of service to our school. We thank them and wish them well in their retirement. 


Finally, we would like to acknowledge the talent, energy and commitment of our administration 
and staff. We look forward to another exciting year of growth at North Hampton School.

Again, this has been a busy year throughout the communities of SAU #21. Projects such as the 
Winnacunnet High School renovations and construction, the major renovations in the Hampton school buildings, 
and a variety of projects in all of the other districts have consumed a great deal of time but with successful 
results. In the coming year, there are more planned projects that are noted in the budgets and warrant articles 
that you will be deciding upon. 


Much time and effort has gone into the negotiation of teacher contracts over the past three years. This 
year you will vote on a three year agreement that is a well balanced compromise by both parties. 


There have been changes at the Central Office, with the addition of a new Assistant Superintendent, Dr. 
Maureen Ward, and a new Business Administrator, Mr. Bill Sanders. Unfortunately, Mr. Sanders will be leaving 
us in March for the position of CFO of the City of Manchester.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT 


To the Members of the School Board 
North Hampton School District 
North Hampton, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the major 
fund, and the aggregate remaining fond information of the North Hampton School District as of and 
for the year ended June 30, 2006, which collectively comprise the North Hampton School District's 
basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the School District's management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on the 
financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States 
of America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance 
about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes 
examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates 
made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe 
that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the 
respective financial position of the governmental activities, the major fund, and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the North Hampton School District as of June 30, 2006, and the 
respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


The management's discussion and analysis and budgetary comparison information are not a required 
part of the basic financial statements, but are supplementary information required by U.S. generally 
accepted accounting principles. We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted 
principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the 
required supplementary information. However, we did not audit the information and express no 


opinion on it. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that 
collectively comprise the North Hampton School District's basic financial statements. The individual 
fond schedules are presented for the purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the 
basic financial statements. They have been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of 
the basic financial statements, and in our opinion, are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to 
the basic financial statements taken as a whole.
